Something About the Collinsville Tornado— 
Crop Prospects.

April, 1879, has been cool and dry. 
The mean temperature at the central station 
has been 55.15 (normal 56.1). Tho extremes

On last Monde 
evening he got a note—a very short note- 
from Postmaster Samuel Hays, informig 
him that he was from thenceforth dischargd 
from the employ of the Post-office. No eau 
was given.

AMERICAN ARCHEOLOGY. 
The Display at the Loan Exhibition. 
Never in the history of St. Louis has such 
an interesting and attractive display of fine 
urts, antiques and curios been brought to- 
gether as that which is now presented by the 
Loan Exhibition. Special attention is justly 
due tothe department of archæology. No 


exhibit so rich in American archeology has 


ever been made in this country. Even the 
Museum of the Smithsonian Institute, at 
Washington, has no collection so important as 
this in quality. The committee in charge of the 
department have studiously labored to avoid 
confusing the mind with mere quantity and 
duplication of specimens. The object has 
been to classify the subject as much as possi- 
ble and present the best and rarest represen- 


| tative specimens illustrative of the differ-

ent classes, limiting 
American archeology, only 

giving foreign specimens sufficient 

to show the possible relations between the 

prehistoric races of this and other countries. 

Peru, Switzerland, Mexico, Gua temala, Cen- 

tral America, Denmark, New Mexico, South 

Sea Islands, Russia, England, among the for- 

eign nations, and Missouri, Illinois, Ohio, 

Kentucky. Tennessee, Arkansas, Michigan. 

Kansas, California, and other American States 
have all been brought under contribution to 
enrich this splendid exhibit. 

From the noble pottery of the ancient Peru- 
vians back to the rudest and most grotesque 
forms of the prehistoric moundbuilders, and 
the carbonized remains of the Swiss lake 
dwellers, are specimens of the art conditions 
existing in these remote periods. 

ALL DEPARTMENTS OF LIFE 

are represented. Domestic art in its pottery, 
stone implements used in agriculture, and the 
manipulation of wood, bone implements such as 
needles, pins, awls,sharpeners,and wampum. 
Rehgious art with its symbols engraved on 
shelis, painted on pottery and idols, aud 
wrought in repousse on copper amulets; 
emblems of stone, such as axes, badges, 
beads, insignia of various kinds, the arts em- 
ployed in implements of war and the chase from 
the rude boulder of virgin rock to the most 
minute and delicately chipped arrow point of 
quartzite or pure silicate, ing stones, net 
sinkers, discoidal stones used in games or 
ceremoaies. Iluge axes of hematite iron, 
spear heads of copper, knives of flint and 
obsidian. Gouges, chisels, planes,hammers, 
wedges, all wrought with a skill truly won- 
derful, when we consider that they were made 
without the use of machinery or steel imple- 
ments. 

Trominent m this collection is 

THE LARGE QUARTZITE IDOL. 

found ina mound in Southera IIlinois. Con- 
sidering that quartz stands six in a seale of 
eight in hardness and has no cleavage, this idol 
must have been reduced from therock mass 
by a grinding process with a rock of equal or 
superior hardness. It is interesting as 
being a probable type of the people by wham it 
was made, a conclusion evidenced by the 
thatthe same type exists in nearly ail 
the pottery and Images when moulded or 
wrought to resemble the human form. Still 
stronger evidence is found in the fact that the 
form of head @xactly answers all the calls of 
cranial remains found in the burial mounds of 
this mysterious people. Not less remarkable 
is the fragment of an idol wrought from what 
is known as Miunessota pipe stone, lately 
found in St. Clair county, I[Winois. This 
statue was whole when found; broken by a 
plough, the smaller pieces were carried off by 
farm bands and only this fragment remains, 
It is to be hoped that a sufficiency of the 
pieces may be found to restore the figure to its 
original form. 

Another interesting relic is a 

STONE MAIZE GRINDER 
found in Southern Missourt, and the exact fac- 
simile of the same implement described by 
Clavegero, the early Spanish Divtorian, as ex- 
isting among tne ancient Mexicans, illustra- 
tions of which are given in his work on this 
subject. One of the most remarkable speci- 
mens is the stone image of a llama found in 
Ohio. It is the only one of the kind 
ever found in North America, and of an 
animal no evideuce of which has ever been dis- 
covered in this part of the western homisphere. 
In no department of art manufacture is there 
greater skill manifested than in the pipes used 
for smoking. They occur everywhere. cut or 
moulded from all possible materials, and iato 
all poseible forms and styles, and often decor- 
ated with an evident knowledge of the rela- 
tions of lines, curves and figures, which ia 
surprising in a rude people. The presence of 
sea shelis of various kinds and of comparative- 
ly recent date is suggestive of either extensive 
intercommunication or vast geologic changes 
which have forced the waters of the seaa 
thousand miles away. But most interesting 
to the eye of science are the forms of the 
MOUNDBUILDER POTTERY, 

and the symbolic decorations not only of the 
pottery by mineral pigments, but also the en- 
graving upon shells and other articles used for

Every object, hewever minute, however in- 
significant, is gathered with jealous care inte 
the storehouses of science as links in the great 
chain of evidence which some day or other is 
expected to solve problems now so wrapped in 
darkness and mystery. With us these remains 
are infinite in number, variety, and abound 
everywhere, expecially in the valley of the 
Mississippi, where at the confluence of the 
great water courses these people naturally 
built their great seats of empire. And yet 
how careless are we of these precious relies. 
In the main they are dug up and either scat- 
tered as novel toys for the temporary amuse- 
n.cnt of children, or are gathered by small 
+} ectlators as the objects of a contemptible 
1): fc, uliimately finding their way into the 
ksined sceieties of Europe, where they are 
appreciated by a broad and scientific 
intelligence. It is no favorable commentary 
upon the culture of this country that learned 
societies thrive so feebly. We must needs al- 
most blush when we think that little Denmark 
has one of the grandest archeological muse- 
ums inthe world. It is to be hoped that the 
attention which this display has attracted wilt 
lead to the foundation of a society in St. Louis 
which will not only be well organized, bu: 
also supplied with means commensurate with 
its energies. 

Many gentlemen who own extensive private 
collections have signified a willingness to do- 
unte them to a St. Louis society, and devote 
themselves to the enterprise of building here 
agreat central museum of American arehe- 
olegy, the only condition being that they be 
placed in fire-proof rooms. It hag been sug- 
gested that Mr. Crow and his friends make 
such provision in the newly projected art mu- 
reum which springs from bis munificence, 
At all events a society and museum perma- 
nently founded in St. Louis could in a decade 
of years gather the grandest collection in the 
United States, bring to it recognition fromthe 
great scientific centers of the world, and be a 
source of just pride to every gentleman of in- 
telligence and culture.

The Chinese Clause of the California 
Constitution. 


The Chinese article (AiX), an entirely new 
feature, ts given in full: 


Section 1. The Legislature shall preseribe 
all necessary regulations for the protection of 
the State, and the counties, cities and towns 
thereof, from the burdens and evils arising 
from the presence of aliens who are or may 
become vagrunts, paupers, mendivants, crim- 
inuls or invalids afflicted with contagious or 
infectious diseases. and from aliens otherwise 
dangerous or detrimental to the well-beiug or 
peace of the State, and to impose conditions 
upon Which such persons may reside in the 
Stute, and to provide the means and mode of 
their removal from the State upon failure or 
refusal to comply with such conditions; pro- 
vided, that nothing centained in this section 
shall be construed to impair or limit the power 
of the Legislature to pass such police laws or 
other regulstions as it may deem nevessary. 

Sec. 2. No corporation now existing or 
hereafter formed under the laws of this State 
shall, after the adoption of thix Constitution, 
employ, directly or indirectly, in any 
capacity, any Chinese or Mongolian. The Ler- 
islavure + hall pass sfich laws as may be neees- 
sary lo enforce this provision.

Stockton’s Deposit. 

The case of James B. Stockton against the 
Laclede Gaslight Company, in which Stockton 
claims $500 dameges, is progressing before 
Judge Adams. The gascompany éndeavored 
to compel Stockton to make a deposit of the 
un. ount of a month’s zus bill in advance, which 
he declined to do, but was willing to deposit $9, 
about two thirds of the amount of his gas 
bill, which he considered met the require- 
ments of the law.
